MONTREAL, Quebec, May 6.—The insane asy- 
lum at Lounge Pointe, nine miles from here, 
caught fire at half - vast II o’clock this morn- 
ing and ‘at 8 o’clock was a mass of flames, with 
no hope of saving the building from utter 
destruction. As near as can be calculated at 
this hour, there are from one hundred to one 
hundred and filty insane inmates in the burn- 
ing building, with no chance of their 
escape. The fire apparatus at the asylum 
is utterly inadequate to control the 
flames and several steamers have deen for- 
warded from here ona special train. The 
sights in the grounes surrounding the institu- 
tion are horrible. 

BEYOND DESCRIPTION. ~ 

Hundred of lunatics, male and female, are 
grouped together, gibbering and in a frenzied 
condition. The nuns are making 
every effort to control them and 
allay their fears, and as rapidly as possible 
the poor creatures are being removed to 
Places of shelter in the neighborhood. A few 
minutes past2o’clock a detachment of the 
Montreal Fire Brigade arrived on the scene, 
and they are now doing good work. 

The excitement among the lunatics in the 
grounds finally became so great that a detach- 
ment of the Montreal police force was hurried 
out to assist the guards. There were 1,300 
persons in the asylum when the fire broke 
out. 

THE VICTIMS. 

It is certainly known that at least 125 ot the 

unfortunate patients perished inthe flames.

Some jumped from 

windows and others from the roof. The 

building, which cost $1,000,000, is a complete 

wreck. It is insured in English companies. 
RESCUED BY FIREMEN, 

2:30 p. m.—The firemen are still working 
beroically under the direction of Chief Ben- 
oit, and they have succeeded in rescuing 
several persons, in many instances at the 
risk of their own lives. Thousands of persons 
are flocking to the scene from this city and the 
surrounding country. The nuns, doctors and 
other attendants are besieged with anxious 
inguiries after friends or relatives. 

ONE OF THE DOCTORS 
connected with the institution was seen this 
afternoon and he said that there 
was very little commotion among 
the inmates when the alarm was 
given and that for the most part all walked 
out quietly; some, however, refused to leave 
their cells and had to be taken out by force, 
Those who perished were in the wards 
on the top floors, Efforts to learh their names 
have so far proved futile as those rescued are 
so scattered that no roll can be called. All 
the books and records were saved. 

FIREMEN INJURED. 

Two firemen from Montreal named Dolan 
and Lambert had narrow escapes from 
death. They were high up on the 
topmost rounds of a ladder when it fell to the 
ground. They were removed to a hotel 
and itis thought that both will recover.

BERLIN, May 6.—The Reichstag will be 
opened by the Emperor to-day. In his open- 
ing address His Majesty will declare that the 
efforts to maintain the peace of Europe in- 
crease and he will express the conviction that 
he will succeed in confirming the cenfidence 
ot the powers in the pacific policy in Ger- 
many.

THE TWFLVE INQUISITORS SWORN IN BY 
JUDGE NORMILE TO-DAY. 


They Will Have a Number of Murder Cases 
to Investigate—Edward Wilkerson Se- 
lected as Foreman—The Session Will Not 
Last More Than Two Weeks—The Case 
of Conductor English Charged With the 
Murder of James Fitzgerald. 


The attachment, which Judge Normile or- 
dered issued from thé Criminal Court yester- 
day morning, had the effect of bringing a 
goodly number of Grand-jurors into court 
this morning. From the number, who an- 
swered to the call of thelr names the court 
selected the requlsite twelve, excusing 
those whose private and public 
calls were most urgent. The jury, as sworn 
in, is composed of Edward Wilkerson, fore- 
man; Maurice Prendevilie, Thomas Muninger, 
John W. Teasdale, Edward Barklage, 
William <A. Noyes, Julius D. Abeles, 


William Pfeifer, David W. Guernsey, J. P. 
Curl, Thomas F. Colfer and Adolph Moll, 
The jury retired at once and spent the day at 
work on the docket, which Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Zachritz has prepared. 

The May Grand-jury will have a compara- 
tively easy time. There are few jmportant 
cases to vex the The action 
against Cecil Morgan English for 
murder in the first degree will 
certainly be taken up. English on the after- 
noon of Monday, March 24, shot and instantly 
killed James E. Fitzgerald, a con- 
ductor on the Washington avenue 
line. The killing took place on 
Fitzgerald’s own car at the corner of Wash- 
ington avenue and Twenty-third street, and 
was the outcome of a jealous hatred which 
English cherished against tue man who had 
simply befriended his wife to save 
her from a brutal husband’s continued abuse. 
English, as soon as Fitzgerald fell, stogd over 
the protrate body of his victim and, 
with drawn revolver, compelled the driver 
to gallop his horses for almost a mils before 
a police officer interfered and placed him un- 
der arrest. English has waived examination 
in the Court of Criminal Correction and will 
undoubtedly be indicted by the Grand-jury. 
His changes for death at the end of a rope are 
more thar good. 

: | ANOTHER MURDER 
which wfll be investigated is the action 
against William Hennessey, charged with 
murder in the second degree. Hennessey is a 
17 year old boy, apparently not in possession 
of ordinary common sense. He quarrelied with 
one Frank Pierce in the alley near Second and 
Mullanphy streets, three months ago, because 
Pierce would not allow him to drink from 
a can of beer, which he with 
other members of the crowd which had 
assembled had purchased. Hennessey 
used his pocket-knife on Pierce, stabbing 
him to the heart.

THE CALL ON MR. CLEVELAND. 

I began by informing bim of the object of 
my call, and told him that the WORLD would 
be glad to publish any statement he cared to 
make. He had not seen the Sun article (he 
never read the paper, he said, and would not 
touch it with a pair of tongs), and I gave him 
verbally the gist of it. Mr. Cleveland 
straightened himself up and made use of a 
profane expression reflecting on Mr. Dana's 
mother. (This was omitted from the pub- 
lished interview.) Mr. Cleveland then 
launched out in a vigorous denunciation of 
the editor of the Sun. He said he was a 
blackguard, vagabond and dastardly scoun- 
drel. He also characterized him as a 
senile old liar and thief,’’ with a profane pre- 
fix. Several other profane words figured in 
Mr. Cleveland’s remarks, but none of them, 
of course, were published. After the conver- 
sation had gone on for 15 or 20 minutes, Mr. 
Cleveland asked me what I was going to pub- 
lish, and I told him the substance of what he 
had said. Hedrew a pencil from his pocket, 
and picking up a pad said: Iwill write out 
something to guide you.’’ He then wrote the 
following, which isthe first paragraph ofthe 
published interview: 

J have not seen thearticie you refer to 
and if it appears nowhere else but in the 
Sun there le not the least chance of my see- 
ingit. Of course the entire thingisa lie 
without the least pretext to excuse it. 
judge from what you say that the venerable 
editor of the Sun supposes that he as at 
last hit upon the subject which can be used to 
annoy me. lu this he is mistaken. He must 
be his own judge of social decencies and 
proprieties. Iam not sue that he should, 
at his time of life, and in his apparently 
peculiar mental condition be molested in his 
amusewment.’’ 

This did not end the interview. After writ- 
ing the above Mr. Cleveland talked for more 
than twenty minutes. Before Mr. Cleveland 
took up\his pencil to write anything he had 
said in substance much of the matter con- 
tained in the interview. In preparing it for 
publication I inserted it as following his writ- 
ten paragraph. All of the matter contained 
in the following paragraphs took place in the 
first stages of the interview: 

‘*‘Continuing, Mr. Cleveland said that he 
had endeavored, since coming to tle city to 
reside, to mind his own business. He had not 
tried to force himself into prominence, and 
had. in fact, courted the retirement of private 
life, If he should accept all the invitations 
for social enjoyment he received he would 
have to abandon his law practice, and he had 
decided not to accept uny. Mr. Cleveland 
said that he had been treated with agreat deal 
of kindness and consideration by the people 
of the eity, and he appreciated it thorougbly.’ 

ABOUT MRS. CLEVELAND. 

„1 do not care, Mr. Cleveland added, 
how muchI am criticised for my public acts. 
That is perfectly legitimate, and I recognize 
the right of-every man to differ on public 
questions. There is a line, however, it seems 
to me, where criticism and abuse shouid stop. 
The man who invades the privacy of a tamily 
and indulges in coarse and wanton attacks on 
private citizens is no better than a highway- 
man. He places himselfon the level of the 
blackguard, and his vulgarities can bave no 
weight with decent people. 

Regarding the frequent personal attacks 
upon himself in the columns of the Sun. Mr. 
Cleveland said that, while he never saw them, 
every time one appeared a dozen cranks, more 
or less, would write to him about it. 3 
„Whenever I receive these cranks’ letters, 
said Mr. Cleveland, ‘‘I know that the sentie 
old liar and thief, Dana, has been at it again. 
That is the only way I keep track of Lis mental 
ravings. The object, I suppose, is to annoy 
me and my friends. 

Mr. Cleveland then alluded to his wife, and 
said that Mr. Dana bad not confined his at- 
tacks to himself. He made war on women 
as well as men. The attacks on Mr. Cleveland 
had not been made openly or directly, but by 
Mr, Dana’s favorite method, innuendo and 
indirection. Much of the matter consisted of 
alleged praise of Mrs. Cleveland, with the 
idea of making a contrast to his (Mr. Cleye- 
land’s) disadvantage. Cranks were sure to 
send ae Clevelan 2 clippings, and they an- 
noyed her very much.

AN OLD PETITION 


OPEN TO ALL 


THE BOOM OF 


Brought to Light in the City Register’s 
Office To-Day. 


City Register J. A. Wherry ran across an 
interesting petition, filed over sixty 
years ago, while examining some 
of records in his oftice, 

petition attracted his attention 
on account of its well preserved con- 
dition and for the additional reason that 
among others was the signature of his father, 


Joseph A. Wherry, who was then the City 
Register of St. Louis. The paper is dated 
October 27, 1828, and is a petition to 
the County Court of St. Louis Coun- 
ty requesting it to recommend 
to the Governer for appointment as Justice of 
of the Peace, Joseph C. Brown, who was then 
an attorney of much prominence. The docu- 
ment starts out with the announcement that 
„the undersigned free white male inhabitants 
the township and county of St. 
desire the appointment 
0 Brown on account of his 
ability and learning and excellent standing 
as acouselor at law. The petition speaks in 
the highest terms of Mr. Brown, and though 
it recommends him for what is considered 
now-a-days an office of but little conse- 
quence, it enumerates qualifications that 
would fit ulm for the highest judicial position 
in the land. In those days, however, a justice 
of the peace was far above the standard of 
to-day.

The approaching Lovejoy celebration re- 
vives interest in the history of the remarkable 
man who was one of the central figures in the 
stirring scenes witnessed in the early days of 
life in this western country, and just at this 
time a sketch of his active career as an oF 
ponent of slavery and leader of public thought 
is appropos. The following biography is 
made up of extracte taken from an address de- 
livered by Mr. Thomas Dimmock at the re- 
quest of a number of citizens, in the parlors 
ofthe Church of the Unity, some two years 
ago. 
Elijah Parish Lovejoy was born at Albion, 
Kennebec County, Me., November 8, 1802. He 
was the oldest of nine children—seven sons 
and two daughters. His father, Rev. Danie! 
Lovejoy, was a Congregational minister. His 
mother, Elizabeth Pattee, was the daughter 
of respectable parents, in one of the adjoining 
counties. Theearly jife of young Lovejoy 
was passed on the parental farm, and marked 
by nothing beyond the ordinary round of rural 
New England life: He seems to have shown al- 
most from infancy an earnest. desire for 
knowledge, and at four yearsof age could 
read the Bible with perfect ease and correct- 
ness. As he grew older, whatever time could 
be spared from the labors, of which he was 
required to perform his full share, was em- 
ployed in study; and, being blessed with 
talents far above the average and an unusu- 
ally retentive memory, he made rapid prog- 
ress inthe elementary branches, and, after 
passing a short season at Monmouth and 
China academies, he entered the sophomore 
class at Waterville College in September, 
1823, and was graduated with highest 
honors in 1 On that oceasion 
he delivered a poem of considerable 
merit, entitled ‘‘Inspirations of the Muse, 
which, together with other compositions of 
various kinds in prose and verse found in his 
memoirs, prove him the possessor of a brill- 
jant fancy, a mind keenly allve to the beau- 
ties of nature and an ardent lover of true vo- 
bility and manly virtue. For several months 
ufter leaving college he taught school in his 
native State, and then, like thousands of 
a in that section of the Union, was seized 
wit 
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THE MANIA FOR IMMIGRATION, 

and, abandoning home and kindred for the 
then comparatively unknown regions of the 
great valley, turned his face westward and 
arrived in St. Louis in the latter 
part of 1827. He immediately began 
school teaching—occupying his lelsure in 
reading, correspondence and occasional 
writing forthe press. In 1828 he was con- 
nected with the Times newspaper of this city, 
then advocating the cbaims of Henry Clay to 
the Presidency. The reputation thus ac- 
quired as a journalist made him popular with 
the Whig party, and might have procured 
bim material advancement in the political 
field, but during a religious reviyal meeting, 
which occurred here inthe winter of 1831-32, 
his feelings and purposes underwent an en- 
tire change, and he united with the First 
Presbyterian Church, then under the pastoral 
charge of Rev. D. W. 8. Potts. 

**Belleving it his imperative duty to aid in the 
promulgation of the faith he had professed, 
and acting in accordance with the advice of 
his pastor he proceeded inthe spring of 1832 
tothe theological seminary at Princeton, N. 
J., and there remained until April, 1833, when 
he was licensed to preach by the Second Pres- 
bytery of Philadeiphia. The summer months 
were spent in temporarily supplying pulpits 
in New York City and Newport, R. I., but 
autumn saw nim back sgain in 
St. Louis, whither he came, at 
the wish of many friends, to 
establish a weekly religious newspaper. The 
necessary Capital was furnished by a few in- 
dividuals, andthe whole editorial and busi- 
ness management was placed in his hands. 
The first number of the St. Louis Observer was 
published November 22, 1833. In addition to 
the duties connected with the paper, Mr. 
Lovejoy wasinthe habit of visiting various 
neighborhoods inthe vicinity, on week days 
as well as Sundays, and holding religious 
services. It was not until the summer of 1834 
that he formally announced himselt 

AN ANTI-SLAVERY MAN, 

and thereby begau the conflict which at last 

cost him his life. The editorials on the sub- 

ject in the Observer, though they then created - 

not a little excitement inthe city and State, 

read exceedingly mild now, and are not par- 

ticularly remarkable for either novelty of 
idea or felicity of expression. One point, 

however, they clearly establish—which has 
been almost overlooked, or, at least, ignored 
—and which should have due consideration 

in estimating the man and his subseguent 
course. Lovejoy was not, in any sense of the 
word, as that word was then and afterward 

understood, an Abolitionist. He was, from 
principle, a determined and uncompromising 
opponent of slavery and strongly desired to see 
it extinguished; but the manner of extingulsh- 

ment he preferred was very different from 

that advocated then and later by anti-slavery 
men in New England and elsewhere.’’ 

Mr. Dimmock tells how numerous efforts 
were made to induce Lovejoy to stop all dis- 
cussions ofslavery in his paper, but he re- 
fused and finally removed the Observer to 
Alton. His printing prese was never permit- 
ted to reach a building. It was broken up 
and thrown into the river. A second press 
was bought for him, and it suffered the same 
fate. He bought the third and it, too, was 
destroyed. A fourth came and was placed for 
safety in a warehouse and protected for two 
days by acompany of volunteers. Nearly all 
the members of the company went home 

the second night, but some re- 
mained and Lovejoy and friends 
bold enough to be open in his defence gath- 
ered round him in the building to protect the 
press. Mr. Dimmock gives the following 
graphic description of the attack made by the 
mob on the building and Lovejoy’s death: 

HOW HE DIED, 

„The first attack of the mob was made at the 
north end, or street front of the warehouse, 
by an attempt to batter down the heavy door, 
preceded by ashower of stones, interspersed 
with more deadly missiles from gun and 
pistol. Capt. Long—wmerciful in his policy— 
ordered one shot to be fired in return, and 
that shot killed a man in the crowd named 
Bishop. This scattered the § assailants 
temporarily but they soon returned 
with reinforcements, and the assault 
was renewed with redoubied energy. There 
was firing now on both sides, but nobody 
hurt thereby. At this juncture the Mayor 
came into the building and was urged to take 
the defenders outside to face and fight the 
mob, orelse, in tbe hearing of the mob, to 
give the defenders orders to fire. He declined 
unwilling, as he said, to jeopardise the 
lives of the little company. Returning to the 
attacking 8 he ordered them to disperse 
—and w aughed at for his paine.

HENRY CLEWS & CO.'S CIRCULAR. 


A General Improvement in Trade and Com- 
merce Reported. 


The weekly financial circular of Messrs. 
Henry Clews & Co. of Broad street, New 
York, reports much disappointment on the 
partofthe reactionists. The outlook’ is ex- 
ceptionally bright. True, it may 
be said that business is not 
satisfactory in all respects, and 


that the agricultural sections are suffering 
from depression; but these considerations 


more lasting prosperity of the country at 
large, as reflected in the improving condition 
of railroad property, is beginning to assert it- 
self in a very unmistakable manner. It is 
true that in some departments trade has been 
somewhat overdone and injured by a mila 
winter, hence the frequency of commercial 
failures. It is equally true, however, that 
these troubles are only superficial; that they 
are but the temporary consequences of indis- 
cretion or overtrading, and not due to any 
unsoundness in the general condition of trade. 
On the contrary, the business interests of the 
country were rarely in a healthier condition 
than to-day; and, bemringin mind that weak 
spots must always remain, the recent disas- 
ters in commercial circles are not of a charac- 
ter to disturb confidence. They are like pass- 
ing shoWers, which simply clear and refresh 
the atmosphere after the rain is over. 

The improvement now in progress was due 
several months ago; but met with delay from 
close money, the Western rate difficulties and 
a temporary lull in the coal and iron trade. 
These obstacles are now disappearing. Money 
is growing easier both here and abroad; and 
little concern about the loan market is likely 
to be felt until midsummer, when crop 
requirements again assert themseives. The 
coal and iron business is in better shape; end 
even general trade, while quiet, as usual at 
this season, is manifesting a more hopeful 
spirit. Asforthe Western railroad situation 
no settlement has yet been reached: but 
earnest efforts are being made in that direc- 
tion, and it has often happened that ina 
rising market managers found it to their 
advantage to make peace and maintain a 
harmonious front, rather than place them- 
selves in the position of being obstructionists. 
Mr. Goula’s attitude has been a mystery for 
some time past. Everyone believes that he 
bas been holding off. from an agreement in 
order to secure more satisfactory terms; but 
the rising tide appears to have been too much 
even for that gentleman’s mysterious powers, 
and the latest indications are that he is under- 
going a change of spirit.

The Mayor and Harbor Commissioner Try- 
ing to Work a Much Needed Reform— 
The Appropriation Bill Wrangle in the 
Counciland House—Letting Street Con- 
tracts— City Hall Matters. 


Mayor Noonan will send in a special mes- 
gage to the Assembly this evening urging 
prompt action on the proposed improvemen: 
of the dump boat system. Year after year 
complaints have been made regarding the 
dumping of refuse in the river, which 
on account of the lower water 
remained on the sand instead ot 
moving down stream with the current. This 
causes unpleasant odors which in hot weather 
are almost unbearable. The lumbermen and 
others doing business along the river front 
have been loud in their complaints, and only 
a year or two since some of the factories had 
to shut down on this account. Mayor Noonan 
said this morning that he thought 
the evil ought to be handied at onoe, before 
the summer weather sete in. For that reason, 
he added, he would send in a special message 
covering the ground without delay, Instead of 
his annual statement, which will not reach 
the Assembly before next month. 

Harbor Commissioner Murphy, in a letter to 
the Mayor bearing on this subject,says thatthe 


plan of disposing of the city’s refuse ls sim- 
bly an extension of that inaugurated forty-six 
years ago whenthe population of St. Louis 
was less than 50,000, and continuing he says 
‘‘a large portion of the offensive matter is 
held for hours by the eddies and still waters 
until the harbor boat is ordered to wash it 
into the current ofthe river. Complaints are 
duily presented to this office that the offensive 
substances adhere to and injure the property 
oflumber merchants, eleyators, steamboats 
and ferry boats. It is 
ESPECIALLY OFFENSIVE 

during the summer months, when tbe pas- 
senger trafilic is largest and when the excur- 
sion boats are daily and nightiy crowded with 
those seeking pure air on the river. The air is 
80 vitlated at times that the workmen on the 
rufts and wharfboats are compelled to leave 
their work. Manufactories employing hun- 
dreds of operatives have been ciosed for 
weeks at a time, owing to the _  terri- 
bie stench along the river front, caused by 
decaying animal and vegetable matter. 
Necessarily the value of the wharf property 
is greatly depreciated by this condition of 
things. The revenue of this department is 
seriously affected and in the changes now 
rapidiy transpiring in the new order of 
things on the east side and inthe proper ad- 
justment of leases and privileges under this 
change a clean river front and an unob- 
structed harbor shoula be made for those 
who willadd tothe trade and commerce of 
the ‘‘New St. Louis.“ 

Mr. Murphy proposes two plans to remedy 
the evil. 

The first is to bulld boats similar to those in 
use inthe Street Cleaning Department, with 
pateut portable gates, and establish them at 
convenient points as receptacles for all the 
substances enumerated above. The boats 
when filled could be towed to 
point below the city, emptied and 
returned to their landings. The 
towing could be done under contract or by a 
tug boat maintained by thecity. This plan is 
open to one great objection that is now urged 
axainst the stationary dumps, viz.: That the 
scavanger stuff is carted through the business 
portion of the city totheriver, oreating a 
nuisance in its transportation. 

The other plan proposed is to cremate the 
garbage or dispose of it by some condensing 
orevaporizing vrocess, the residue to be 
used for fertilizing material. New York, 
Philadelphia, Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit and 
Chicago have abandoned the river system, 
and now contract with private parties to dis- 
pose of their scavanger matter. 

Mr. Murphy also suggests that a commis- 
sion be appointed to examine into the mat- 
ter from a sanitary standpoint with power to 
visit other places and investigate the whole 
subject fully before taking any final action. 
The Assembly will very probably appoint 
such a commission.

Public Improvements. 


The Board of Public Improvements held 
two meetings to-day. The first was called to 
order by President Flad at 10 o’clock, aud 
continued until noon. It was decided to 


clear up all the business on hand, inasmuch 
as President Flad severs his connection with 
the Board to-morrow. A number 
of ordinances for street and sewer 
work were adopted and will be recommended 
to the assembly for passage. One of these 
will provide for the construction of the main 
sewer in Vandeventer, sewer district No, 4. 
This sewer will drain a territory of some 400 
acres. 

At 12 o’clock a second meeting was called to 
order for the opening of bids for street con- 
tracts, the estimated cost of which 
is in the neighborhood of $156,000. -A 
number of bids were received for each piece 
ofwork. The bids will be canvassed, and at 
the next meeting ofthe board the contracts 
will be awarded to the lowest bidders.
